A dispatch from Ixirenzo Marques 


by way of Cape Town, today says that 
Commander Eloff, grandson of Presi- 
dent Kruger, with a patrol entered 
Mafeking whereupon Colonel Baden- 
Powell opened fire on the burghers, 
killing 17 and taking Eloff and ninety 
of his men prisoners.

IDareklng Drama 


The closing days of the drama at 


Mafeking have been marked by an in- 
tensity of interest, as unexpected as it 
is out of proportion with the forces 
engaged. 


The news that the half-lamished 


garrison was not only able to repel an 
attack but to Inflict such heavy loss in 
kilted and prisoners as reported in the 
dispatch from Cape Town, announcing 
capture of Commandant Eloff, grand- 
son of President Kruger and 90 of his 
men, 
made Great Britain 
more than 


tver proud ot Colonel Baden-Powell's 
little band and increased the national 
desire for their relief to fever pitch. 


Lord Roberts and his large army at 


Ji.roo:;Btad and General Suiter's thou- 
sands forging over the BJggarsberg 
range are almost entirely forgotten. 
Every one is thinking or talking of 
Mafeking and last exploits of its de- 
fenders. 


Rumors continue rife that the relief 


of the town has been accomplished, but 
all oofflcial onfirmatlon of the reports 
was lacking at 1 'clock this afternoon. 


There was considerable speculation 


as 
t-o what 
Colonel Baden-Powell 


v.ould do with the 90 prisoners and 
whether the victory has not so de- 
pleted his force as to render him open 
to enmhilation in the event of anofur 
attack by superior Boer numbers. 


But Lorenzo Marquez already hears 


rumors that the Boers have been cut 
off by the relieving column. 


£r-c-r&ing to the general opinion the 


news of xhe termination of the desper- 
ate struggle between the besieged and 
the bes'egers must reach England bi- 
f ore tomorrow.

At 3.33 p. m.—The war office had re- 


ceived the following dispatch 
from 


Lord Roberta: 
"Kroonstad, May 17: Hunter has oc- 
cupied Christianiu. without opposition, 
the enemy having retired to Klerks- 
dorp under the impression that the lat- 
ter was threatened by a portion, of this 
force from Parys. 


Rundles force was close to Clocolan, 


southwest of Ficksburg, yesterday eve- 
ning. The country was clear of ths 
enemy. 


"The resident commissioner in. Basu- 


toland reports that a number of Boers 
living in the Ficksburg and Bethlehem 
districts have applied to him for his 
advice and as to conditions of sur- 
render. This is very satisfactory." 
What General Boiler's Men are Doing 


in Natal 


At 2 p. m. this afternoon it was of- 


ficially announced that General Bul- 
ler reports the second division of his 
army has reached Danmahuser, little 
less than half way between Dundee 
and New Castle, Natal, the fifth div- 
ision is echeloned from Slandslaaste 
to Glencoe repairing the railway, the 
fourth division is at Sunday's drift, 
on the old Newcastle road. 


Seven thousand, of theenemy, Gen- 


eral Buller reports, passed north May 
14 and 15. 


General Buller is making good prog- 


ress in recapturing the railroad and 
driving the Boers out of Natal. His 
occupation of Dannhauater shows ttiat 
he is meeting with little resistance on 
the part of the burghers. 
Boer Announcement of the Abandon- 


ment of the Blgganberg 


A dispatch from Volksrust, South 


African Republic, May) 16 IB as follows: 
"The federals have abandoned the Big- 
gansberg and it is believed they also 
abandoned New Castle this morning, 
thoughtheir mounted men are still on 
the other side of the border keeping at 
the British. 


TSeneral Buller is now moving toward 


Newcastle. 
He appears to be using 


25,000 ny»n against 5060 or 6000. 
His 


operations will almost certainly result 
in his forcing hie way into the Trans- 
vaal, poaslbly in time to co-operate with 
Lord Roberts' advance," although Gen- 
eral Buller is now 252 miles from Johan- 
nesburg, or 25 days' march. 


A Dane, who was captured by the 


South African horse, says that there are 
BOO Frenchmen with the Boers who are 
opposing General BuMer, together with 
many Germane and other foreigners. 


The Ladyemith correspondent of Th« 


Daily Telegraph says that only one Boer 
•was* shot in the movement which re- 
sulted in the taking of Helprnakaar. 


General Rundle is sweeping through 


the northeast of the Free State. 
The 


Boers are dissolving before him, and 
some are surrendering. 
Their main 


force is assembled between Ficksburg 
and Winburg, but it is without clews or* 
ganlzatlon.

Boxon Still al Work. 


"Tientsin, May 17.—More "Boxer" out- 
rages are reported 60 miles north of 
Tientsin, where a number of native 
Christians have been massacred. 


Lord Roberta continues passive at 


Kroonstad. 
His cavalry are stretching 


like a semi-circular screen many miles 
in length, with overlapping flanks. The 
railway will probably be completed to- 
day. 


The Kroonstad censor permits the 


passage of long dispatches with incidents 
prior to the occupation. It seems that 
General French's cavah'y had one lively 
fight after crossing the Zand river. A 
mixed squadron took a kopje and dis- 
mounted. 
The Boers suddenly fired 


from a concealed position, killing many 
horses and stampeding the rest. The 
Boers then advanced In overwhelming 
numbers and drove the squadron, cap- 
turing some. 
The Boers robbed the 


dead and looted the saddles. Finally, a 
brigade of cavalry drove them off. Far- 
ther north, the hussars charged the 
Boers, killing and. wounding many 
stragglers with sabres and pistols. 


Lord Roberts' infantry marched 120 


miles in seven days. 
General French 


marched 30 miles in one day. The 
Boers, when retiring, dragged 32 guns 
through Kroonstad. 


The British public is keenly expectant 


of the announcement that Mafeking has 
been relieved. In army circles the opin- 
ion seems to prevail that this has already 
been accomplished, although the war 
office asserts this morning that news of 
the relief has not been received. The 
steadfast courage' of the hunger-bitten 
garrison has produced a deep impres- 
sion, and the news of succor is awaited 
with more anxiety than has been felt 
regarding any oti*r event'of tht war. 


Dougas Story, The Dadly Mall corre- 


epondent at Pretoria, wires: <The Boer 
government is lioldjug back some big 
news. 
Feverish activity prevails here. 


President Kruger is working day and 
night. 
The latest Boer official bulle- 


tin is that the relief column has been 
defeated with great loss. 


Today's installment of the war story 


from every part of the field is, therefore, 
seemingly a narrative of British suc- 
cesses; but, with the Boers preparing 
for a last desperate fling further in the 
Interior and with Boer guerilla parties 
looting houses and stores in the north- 
west section of Cape Colony, it is not all 
rosea for the British. 
The Uplngton 


district IB the locality where the guerilla 
tactics of the Boers are just now most 
in evidence. 


Persons acquainted with Colonel Ba- 


den-Powell's scene of defense at Mafe- 
king assert that the occupation of tha 
Kaffir location by the Boers would not 
endanger the garrison, provided relief 
came auickly. 


Interest In Murder Case Revived. 


North Adams, Mass., May 17.—On 


Aug. 
7, 1S97, Henry and Blanche Reed, 


brother and sister, were found murdered 
In their home in this city. Since that 
time nothing has **een discovered to lead 
to the capture of the murderer. Very 
recently, however, Attorney General 
Knowlton has taken charge of the case. 
and he sent District Police Officer Dun- 
ham of Boston to this city on Wednes- 
day to obtain the various pieces of evi- 
dence that had been collected. The In- 
quest has been continued several times, 
but it was thought until this latest de- 
velopment that It had been finally closed. 
Now it is believed that it will be re- 
opened soon.

Text of Measure ta be Presented It 


Leijslature 


The following text of the bill in retard 


to the North Church street cemetery, 
which will be presented to the Uwisia- 
ture if permission is secured, as is now 
expected, will be of general interest: 


An act to authorize the city of North 


Adams to take land for a public park. 


Section 1.—The cltjt of North Adams 


is hereby authorized to tak-s the land 
on the east side of North Church street 
in said city, formerly used as a public 
buTial ground and "known as the North 
Church street cemetery, the record title 
to which is in the names of the deacons 
of the First Baptist church of North 
Adams as trustees for the public for 
public burial purposes, four a public 
park or commoni and may, subject

of this act. remowei the 
remains 


of the dead and the monuments erect- 
ed to their memory in said North 
Church) street cemfctery, to Itota in 
Southview cemetery in said city, and 
shall pay all the costs and expenses 
Incident to the removal of the remains 
and the Tie-erection of said ir-onuments: 
and the owners of tb.e lots in the North 
Church street 'cemetery shall be en- 
titled to receive byi proper conveyances 
in eixchange therefor, burial lots in the 
Southview cemetery, and in such ex- 
change the relative size, location and 
value of lots so exchanged, with all im- 
provements, shall be considered. 


Section 2—Said city snail fix a time 


for the removal of said remains and 
monuments and shall publish notice 
thereof once each week for three suc- 
cessive weeksi in some newspaper pub- 
lished in said city, the last jjublicatlon 
thereof to be at least seven days be- 
fore the time fixed for said removal. 


Section 3.—Upon a request in writing 


by any relative or friend of a person 
whose remains are to be removed said 
remains may1 be interred and said mon- 
uments erected in any other cemetejy, 
and the expense of the removal of such 
remains, not exceeding a distance of 20 
miles, their re-interment and the re- 
erection of any monument to their me- 
mory removed from the North Church 
street cemetery shall be borne by the 
city o* North Adams, 


Section 4.—The city of Noth Adams 


may raise and appropriate for the pur- 
poses of this act a sum not exceedine 
nooo. 
Section. 5.—The deacons of the First 


Baptist church of North Adams are 
hereby authorized to convey said real 
estate to the city of North Adams. 


Section 6.-TMS act shall take effect 


upon Us passage.

The road will be 30 feet betwixt curb- 
Ings, and three feet on each side or the 
curblngs has been surveyed for aide- 
walka Th& center of the road will be 
eight inches higher than the gutters. 
The curbing and sidewalk in front of 
Morgan hall will no! be disturbed. On 
the west sUJe of the road to the corner 
of Gale block but slight changes will 
be made. An angle of one degree four 
minutes to the eaat will be made in 
the road beginning at the south-east 
earner of Gale block. This ansrle was 
made to save property on the west side 
of the road from that point to New 
etreet. As it is the line for curbins 
runs very near the outside line of the 
present sidewalk. It will therefore be 
necessary to take off about three feet 
from the property on that side of the 
road for sidewalks. The prooerty own- 
ers. are Miss Frances Piper. Spooner 
estate, Walden estate and the Austin 
property. Most of the trees on that 
Bide of the road except those which 
will come in the gutter will necessarily 
have to be moved. About three feet 
•will be taken off from the- Diazza in 
front of Mr. Austin's tenement, but 
his green house will not be disturbed. 
On the east side of the road a few feet 
•will be taken off the Adams estate and 
Walden estate, and most of the lar£e 
t«jes will have to be taken up, as they 
will come in the middle of the walk.

Tumor Removed From Inside 


the Spinal Cord's Sheath, 


HOPE FOB ULTIMATE BBOOVB1Y, 


Remarkable Operation Pertcrae* 


With SBoeess OB B»cn«. McBvera 
Schmidt of New Yovfc In St. Lake's 
Hospital by Ore. Abbe, Dana aa* 
Fowler—Pall Caused |»jwry. 
'•An entirely uevr operation, as the 
surgeons who participated in it believe, 
•was perfci-med at St. Luke's hospital 
In New York the other day on Bacho 
Mc&vers Schmidt, a young broker. A 
tumor was removed from inside the 
Bbeath of the spinal cord. To get at 
the tumor it was necessary to cut Into 
eix vertebrae. Mr. Schmidt was kept 
under anaesthetics for more thaa three 
hours. The operation was successfully 
performed, and there Is hope for Mr. 
Schmidt's ultimate recovery. The op- 
eration was performed by Dr. Robert 
Abbe, acting in consultation with Dr. 
Charles L. Dnna and Dr. E. P. Fowler, 
Mr. Schmidt's family physician. 


About 16 months ago Mr. Schmidt 


•lipped on a rug and fell, striking the 
back of his head with some violence. 
Not long after that accident he fell 
from a bicycle, and the back of hla 
head was again struck violently. He 
was unconscious for some time after 
the fall from the bicycle. Just how 
much these two falls had to do with 
his subsequent illness none of the phy- 
sicians concerned with the case is able 
or willing to say. The guess of one of 
them at least Is, however, that the 
connection between the accidents and 
the subsequent illness was direct and 
unmistakable. 


Dr. Fowler was not In the United 


States when Mr. Schmidt met with the 
accidents. 
The physician who was 


called to attend the young man at the 
home of the Schmidts in New York 
thought that the trouble was rheuma- 
tism and shaped his treatment accord- 
ingly. The symptoms did not yield to 
the treatment for rheumatism. There 
•was considerable lameness about the 
patient's legs and back. 


Dr. Charles L. Dana was called Into 


the case at about this stage of it. He 
Bald that he could not see that there 
was any rheumatism, but that he was 
quite sure that there was an inflamma- 
tion of the sheath of the spinal cord 
among the upper vertebrae. Dr. Dana's 
view of the case was so much more se- 
rious than that of the other physicians 
who had been consulted that the young 
man's family, which naturally inclined 
to the more hopeful views, turned to 
still another physician, and Dr. Dana 
dropped out of the case temporarily.' 
A number of German specialists were 
engaged, but their efforts to reach the 
ailment as rheumatic were n» more 
successful than bad been the work of 
the first physician who had been sum- 
moned. 


Dr. Fowler returned from Europet 


His examination of the patient led him 
to substantially the same conclusion 
that had been reached by Dr. Dana. 
Before he had time to establish his 
own Ideas o£ the treatment necessary a 
roan 
from 
Philadelphia 
saw Mr. 


Schmidt and expressed the opinion that 
there was nothing the matter with him 
further than "an impeded circulation.'' 
He said that it would be easy-enough 
for him to re-establish the young man's 
circulation. Dr. Fowler retired. The 
family took the young man to Phila- 
delphia to be under the constant care 
of the physician who was to restore the 
young man to health by quickening his 
circulation. 


A few days ago they brought him 


back. He had been growing steadily 
worse. His knoes were drawn up un- 
der his chin, and his heels were drawn 
close up to his hips. He had little or 
no control of his fingers, and his neck 
was beginning to assume a distorted 
position. The services of two nurses 
were necessary to control hjm every 
moment of the time. The Schmidts 
summoned Dr. Fowler again and told 
him that they left the case entirely In 
his hands and authorized him to call In 
consultation whoever be might desire. 
Dr. Fowler sent for Dr. Abbe because 
of his experience In the Duryea case 
and one or two similar cases which had 
called for the closest possible study of 
the vertebrae. Dr. Dana was asked to 
make the location for the operation. 


Mr. Schmidt's family was told that 


the surgeons in asking permission to 
perform the operation made no prom* 
Ises whatever. They simply felt that 
there was no hope for bettering the pa- 
tient's condition without an operation. 
They desired the family to understand 
f,ully that the patient might and very 
likely would die on the operating table, 
and furthermore that even if he sur- 
vived the operation It might turn out 
that nothing bad been accomplished by 
It Mr. Schmidt himself waa very anx- 
ious to have the operation go on as 
Coon as possible. 


The location of the Inflammation as 


established by Dr. Dana was found to 
be correct to within half an Inch at ei- 
ther end of the tumor. The tumor was 
found to extend through the three low- 
er cervical vertebrae and the three up- 
per dorsal vertebra. It was removed. 
It will be Impossible for the physicians 
to tell for Rome time whether the spinal 
cord has been too much Injured by the 
tumor for recovery, but at any rate 
there has been a great lessening of thej 
pain which the young man has suffer-' 
ed, an^d there has been some relaxation^ 
of the contracted muscles. One of thej 
physicians connected with the case) 
(Bald recently that If the Schmidt oper-, 
ation resulted in the recovery of the pa-1 
tlent It would be as remarkable ani 
operation as was the removal of the 
stomach when It was first performed. |

Its men, wm"Ie the First company; or 
Lieb compagnie, is composed of all the 
tallest soldiers of the regiment.

It Is 
told of him that his father caught him 
one day cuffing one of his smaller 
brothers. Ordered to behave himself, 
the boy replied: 


"Leave me alone! I am the crown 


prince of Germaa?, and I have a right 
to whip whom I please." "Very good," 
responded bis father, "but I am the 
emperor of Germany, and I have the 
right to whip the crown prince." So, 
suiting the action to the word, he be- 
stowed upon his cantankerous little son 
a sound thrashing. 


One day when the court chaplain told 


him all people were sinners the young- 
ster said, "Father may be, but I know 
mother is not," When the emperor dis- 
missed Bismarck, his hopeful heir said 
to him: "Now you will tell the people 
what to do all by yourself. Yon will 
enjoy that, won't you?" 


By the other day's ceremony the 


crown prince has acquired the capacity 
to succeed to the throne if from any 
reason the thron» becomes vacant, and 
he can now claim a suitable allowance 
from the crown funds.

THAT SCHEittE OF CLAliK 


The cas« of Clark of Montana, is as- 


suming larger proportions as a public 
disgrace. When the man resigned his 
seat in the senate Tuesday, with al-

•when larger salaries are visible, he was 
placing his part is one of the cheekiest 
political games this country has been 
forced to witnef.3. Ready to be kicked 
out of the senate on the score of scan- 
dalous fraud, Clarlt assume1'1 *>>2 un- 
tarnished honor role and announced his 
voluntary withdrawal from the halls of 
congress. There was nothing mean or 
dishonorable to attach to the name of 
Clark. But a very few hours later the 
gentleman had accepted the appoint- 
ment to the seat in the senate, made by 
the lieutenant governor of Montana, 
who was acting-governor In the ab- 
sence in California, of the grovernioir of 
the state. Tb* lieutenant-governor Is 
Clark's friend; the gbvernor i* not. and 
it Is now clear that Clark resigned to 
create the vacancy so that his friend, 
temporarily vested with the executive 
power, could name him to the senate. 
Clark, who bribed and bought his way 
Into the senate might be kicked out 
on legal grounds, but Clark, appointed 
by the executive of his state to'the 
senate, might not be legally unseated. 
This is the scheme; now for the suc- 
cess of it.

sentimentalists on go important a Ques- 
tion. The bHl had support as strong 
ae It IB possible to get for any mea- 
sure. It warn in charge of Representa- 
tive Howland of Chelsea, one of the 
•blest and moat influential members of 
the legislature. Tet It could not pass, 
and It IB not likely thuc the idea will 
have more strength behind it in the 
future than it had j^esterday. The 
arguments in favor of the abolition of 
Kb* penalty will not stand close ex- 
amination. Mr. Ho-wland'8 remarks, 
*uinm«riied, were u follows: 


Murder i« no more prevalent in the 


elates wfolch have abviiahed the pen- 
alty than It wa* before, and it pre- 
vails more In the states which retain 
the penalty than in those which have 
abolished It. He opposed the death 
penalty, because it ia not necessary, 
expedient or right. Our laws for pri- 
vacy of execution are a confession that 
the penalty la not a deterrent from 
crime. Human judgment it fallible. 
Many innocent persons have been 
wrongly convicted and ^xeuuted. Cir- 
cumstantial evidence Is not reliable. 
The p*n«ityt !• not pYpefiient, because 
we ican deter from the crime without 
inflicting the penalty. It U not neces- 
•ary for the protection of society. The 
old MowOc law doea not apply now. 
We have com* to beH>r daya. We live 
under the commandment that we love 
<me another. The infliction of the pen- 
alty bartUM the heart and stifles the 
conscience. It !• a brutalfelng thing 
for the p*jMto to have the penalty in- 
flicted. 


This w all vwr nice to read, if you 


Iflo not car« to make it square with 
jtour reason. If it be true that mur- 
<br decreases as the penalty (or mur- 
ttartra U lessened then It would be well 


to wipe all laws punlahlnr murderers 
from the *Utute book*. If w« can de- 
ter from the crime without the death 
penalty, what to the dtterernt? Cer- 
tainly not Imprisonment for life, for 
then never WM a murderer trTed and 
condemned who didn't cost the state 
thousands of dollar* by making re- 
peated attempts to aave his miserable 
neck and accept that life imprison- 
ment mstead. It may be that we live 
under the commandment that we love 
one another, but it is a poor quality of 
this love that murderers show their 
victims and few normal persons will 
find their bosoms melt for the man 
who, 
for instance, ravages and then 


murders or betrays and then kills to 
hide his Infamy. 


The time to abolish the death penalty 


is when some better form of punish- 
ment has been found. Hanging is too 
good for the most of them. 


The news that there is a detective 


in this city by, the authority of the 
attorney-general to sift all the Reed 
murder evidence is news that is wel- 
come to all those wha want the stisma 
of that awful double murder removed 
from the city as much as it is possible 
to remove It. There is, as everybody 
knows, a hopeless minority to which 
such news will not be welcome. The 
investigation now In progress is likely 
to be the last one, whether successful 
or not. We hoi>e and we have confi- 
dence that it will be successful. Detec- 
tive Dunham is a man of experience 
and has a reputation for ability. In 
his hands and in th'e opinion of the at- 
torneyt-general's office the evidence ex- 
isting may not be so valueless as the 
community has been influenced to be- 
lieve. 


It Is * curious fatuity which leads 


certain of the eastern democrats to 
cherish the hooe th't the liryanites, 
who will be in full control of the Kan- 
sas City convention, can be r>ersuaded 
either to fink the free riilver issue alto- 
gether, or to content themselves with 
a mild declaration, for international 
bimetallism.

•v. ill bow the envoys out of the country. 
When a republic so liberal and enlight- 
ened as the United States of America 
nnds Its existence unjustly threatened 
then the government of this country 
may Interfere. But It is not for Pres- 
ident Krugcr to drag this government 
into what looks like war to maintain 
for kirn fcfe despotism in South Africa 
under the name of South African re- 
public. 


It is curious that during all the con- 


troversy over the right of the Boers 
of the Transvaal to make their otrn 
laws regarding naturalisation, no one 
has recalled the fact that in 1798 the 
UniteH States congress raised the pe- 
riod'of residence from five to 14 years, 
where It was kept by law for four 
years. tA that time the republic was 
not in the least threatened with be- 
ing Inundated with aliens. Even in the 
'50's, when the know-nothings, who i 
for a time acquired a great political j 
power, proposed to raise the period of | 
necessary residence to 21 years, the 
United States was not In the remotest ' 
danger of having Its native population 
swamped by foreigners. In view of 
what was done here In 1798, and what 
was proposed KO years later, It as as 
clear aa a sunbeam that the American 
people would have placed their natur- 
alization laws at a prohibitive point if 
trey had been called upon to face such 
an 
overwhelming 
immigration 
as 


•were the Transvaal Boers.—Spring- 
field Republican. 


And it Is Just as clear as n. sunbeam 


that this prohibitive point could never 
have been maintained. It was always 
receded from whenever entertained and 
had It been maintained for t<ny length 
of time It would have been wiped out 
by farce of arms or in some other de- 
cisive way. But if it hadn't, what 
would the Republican do for a "for- 
eign" vote to pander to In the oresent 
unpleasant predicament In which it hoe 
got itself.

A fetiort of the Bt Lortl fair in 


IMS will b* a mammoth watch. It will 
lie on Its back, will have a polished 
metal case Just like the ordinary watch 
and will be so large and roomy insldo 
that people will be abt* to walk around 
in it among the moving wheels, says 
the New York Post It will b* nearly 
1L feet in diameter and more than 40 
feet high, with neat little stairways 
running all about in It, and all the 
wheels property protected so that no 
one can be hurt or nave his clothes 
toiled. The balance wheel will weigh 
a ton, and what Is called the "hair- 
spring" in a watcb will be as thick as 
a man's wrist. It will take about two 
mlnutes*for the balance wheel to swing 


I around and back again. It will be 
J pivoted on two enormous agate blocks, 


substitutes for diamonds, and will be 
made of brass. One of the greatest 
difficulties will be in getting a balance 
spring of the size and strength that 
can stand tbe strain and teep its elas- 
ticity. 


The mainspring, of course, will be 


an enormous affair, something over 
SOO feet lnffi length and made of ten 
spring steel bands two inches thick 
bound together, as it would be impossi- 
ble to roll so large a piece, either in 
thickness or length. 
The projector 


of the enterprise claims, of course, that 
the scheme has an educational side. 
"Those who visit the watch will be 
given instructions," he says, "with 
practical -illustrations, on the care of a 
watch. 
Guides will point out and 


name every part, with Its use and its 
proportionate movement 
The watch 


will be wound by steam regularly at 
a certain ^iour during the day.

KS one of the foremost authorities to 
the United States oa subjects of 
inacy. He has followed tbe 
operations in South Africa, making a 
close study of them and at the same 
time giving keen scrutiny to affairs In 
Europe. 


Ue said: "It is much to be feared that 


England is engaged in a protracted 
and, hi the end, an alarmingly costly 
enterprise in her armed contention 
with the Boers. It is to ly anticipated 
that in the end, through the weight of 
numbers and superior resources, Eng- 
land will win, but that will by no 
means end the struggle. 


"The experience of the war thus far 


has very effectually established tbe 
prestige of the Boers as fighters. They 
may be able to continue. If they do 
for a few months, other developments 
are not Improbable. England, not per- 
haps exhausted, but embarrassed, by 
protracted demands upon her fighting 
material in men, supplies and muni- 
tions of war, her army thousands of 
miles away, might find it difficult to 
head off foreign interference by sub- 
stantial methods. They might not be 
to the nature of overt acts of military 
aggression or diplsraatlc inauiry, but 
such a lining up of forces that would 
be difficult to engage. 


"The navy of England, it 1» true, to 


i>ee to act, but what would become of 


j British commerce, and, commerce erip- 


pled, what would become of British 
manufactures, which signifies industry, 
and means of .living? The time for 
diplomatic settlement in the first stages 
having passed, it is difficult to see how 
it can come in now without great loss 
of prestige. The British government 
is naturally sensitive. Some decisive 
action might open a way, but that way 
is not now in sight. 


"The 
United States would be the 


most natural intermediary. The lead- 
ing 
European nations bare their 


'spheres' in Africa. 
For that reason 


any suggestions from that quarter 
would be out of the question—in fact, 
has been warned against. This war in 
such a remote quarter of the globe Is a 
more momentous affair than the cas- 
ual observer supposes. It may result 
in some very grave upheaval in the 
world's conditions as we now; have 
them."

century these bouses have given to the

DISASTROUS RUNAWAY 


Adami Woman Saved'Two 


Children But Was 


Herself Run Over 


MUCH DAMAGE DONE 


Two Mtn Thrown Out of Bottler's 


Team, and Horses Frightened at 


Street Car, Dashed Behind 
Houses and Through Woods' 


One of the worst runaways that the 


town ofs Adams has had in a long time 
occurred there this forenoon about 11 
o'clock. As a result of it one woman 
was badly hurt while trying to save 
her two children, two men were con- 
siderably bruised, and more or less 
property destroyed. 


A team of horses recently purchased 


from Vermont by George Mausert, the 
bottler, became frightened on Columbia 
street opposite Anthonylfc crossing",' 
just north of the Renfrew company's 
Broadley mill. The horses were har- 
nessed to a large truck wagon, and 
were driven by James Knapp, accom- 
panied by Hermann Guettler. One of 
the horses became unmanageable at a 
passing street car .rearing and broke 
its bridle, which fell off. 


The team turned sharply to the left, 


throwing both men out of the wagon, 
and dashed around behind the houses 
of the Renfrew company's operatives, 
going through Upton's- meadow and 
the woods owned by Michael Flaherty 
of this city. From there they reached 
Columbia street again near the Dug- 
way, and ran through the village to 
the barn. 


Back of the houses was Mrs. Thomas 


Sullivan, engaged in gathering dan- 
delion greens. Her two children were 
playing nearby, and wheTi she heard 
the horses' hoofs, she rushed to them, 
throwing one child to one side and the 
other child to the other side, she saved 
them both, but was herself caught in 
the path of the team and thrown to the 
ground under the horses. 


She sustained a severe scalp wound 


on the right side of the head, her left 
hand was stepped on and crushed, and 
her ankle was sprained. She also re- 
ceived other bad bruises, but Drs. H. 
B. and H. M.' Holmes, who attended 
her, did not think that she had received 
any internal injuries. 


The two men who were in the team 


were both badly bruised. The right 
side of Knapp's head and shoulders 
were cut and bruised, and Guettler re- 
ceived wounds on his right leg. Neither 
was seriously injured, however. 


One of the horses escaped unhurt, 


being freed from the harness at the 
start. The other horse carried the har- 
ness, part of it dragging behind, and 
in going through the woods was severe- 
ly r.nrt. Both hind legs were cut, and 
the animal received other injuries. It 
was'feared that the horse was ruptured 
Dr. McDonell of this city and Dr. 
Bracken of Pittsfield were both sent 
for. The team was a valuable one.

First Victory of Htglt School Tea

Drury defeated the * Wiiliamstown 


high school yesterday^ afternoon on 
Howland park by the score of 8 to 6. 
The game was a fine one from the 
Drury point of view, and as the first 
game of the season that Drury has won 
caused great rejoicing. What was prac- 
tically the Drury team won a game at 
Great Harrington last Saturday, but 
owing to the fact that some of the 
Drury players were unable to go down, 
and others had to- be secured to take 
their places, the team did not play 
under the name of Drury. This was 
therefore the first s-trictly high school 
victory of the season. The school boys 
celebrated in a suitable manner last 
evening with a bonfire on the school 
grounds and with the school .cheers. 


The Drury team played a very dif- 


ferent game from that put up a few 
weeks ago when practically the same 
Wiiliamstown team defeated it by the 
score of 31 to- 1. The team was greatly 
strengthened by the presence of Slat- 
tery in the box and Quinn on second 
base. They have been unable to play 
before this season, and with the change 
in the make-up which their presence 
enabled, Drury supporters would not 
have known their team for the same 
which piled up errors with such reck- 
less profusion a short time ago. 


Slattery pitched an excellent game, 


striking out 11 men, and keeping the 
hits well scattered except in the sixth 
inning. In that inning he let up a 
little, and was hit freely, which, aided 
by three errors. by the Drury infield, 
gave Wiiliamstown their six runs in • 
bunch. 


For Williamstown, Dale pitched a 


steady game, and kept the hits scat- 
tered except In the first inning, when 
with hits and errors, Drury scored 
four runs. There were a number of 
fine plays during the game.

HIS ONLY WITNESS DIED 


Datective Pease Has to Give up a 


Peculiar Case 


Stephen H. Volk of Cambridge, who 


was arrested last week by State Detec- 
tive Pease charged with breaking and 
entering the store of W. H. Eldridse 
in Daltom, in September 189S. was re- 
leased yesterday afternoton by the or- 
der of Judge Tucker of Pittsfild. 


Detective Pease stated to the ccftirt 


that 
the

that *he commonwealth would ask to 
have the prisoner discharged or nolle 
pros entered. 


Judge Tucteer> said that as there was 


no evidence he would find the prisoner 
not guilty and discharged hiii;. 


State .Detective Pease said 
after- 


wards that the man Volk-was rear- 
Tiested on new evidence of a pal named 
John McGuire of Cambridge. In the 
confession McGuire told how he and 
Volk robbed the TSldridse store and 
what they did with the plunder. Mc- 
Guire or Volk have been in jail since 
the confession and the* could not be 
brought to Pittsfleldi together. Mc- 
Guire was ill when' Volk was re-ar- 
rested and the detective received word 
on Tuesday that he was dead and had 
been buried. There was therefore no 
evidence that could be used against 
Vc-lk. 


Volk denied1 all knowledge of such a 


party! as McGuire. He said he never 
knew such a. man. Volk said that he 
would return to Cambridge. He left 
the court room with his counsel, M. B. 
Warner; with a happy look on his face.

their work

weeks from tomorrow, and will have 
everything completed by June 15. The 
superintendent of the census will short- 
ly begin swearing in the enumerators 
who will be engaged in taking the cen- 
sus in Berkshire county. 


The enumerators first subscribe to 


the oath in which they, promise to up- 
hold the constitution of the United 
States and to faithfully perform the 
work given to them. They are then 
sworn in by a notary, and the badge, 
credentials and blanks are given to 
them, together with a book of instruc- 
tions.

among them a number of varieties 
which are unusual here. The Black- 
burnlan, which is generally Tare here, 
has been present in large force. The 
cause of such an unusual plcntifulness 
of migratory birds is explained by, the 
peculiarly cold weather this sprine. 
This would naturally tend to arrest 
them on their way north, and as it con- 
tinued, and "new'arrivals came, there 
became a very large supply here. Th$ 
spring has seen, however, a rather un- 
usually large numbers of birds of all 
kinds.
